HOW MENKEN ESCAPED. 


The Threadbare and Moth-Eaten Trick Which Took 
In a Trustful Joskin Jailer.

Much interest is manifested over the escape from 
Binghamton jail of murderer Menken, who was re- 
captured within 43 bours at Owego. Sheriff Brown, who 
cawe in office Jan. 1, bad gone to Wellsboro, Pa., to see 
George Travis executed, leaving the prisoners in charge 
of two inexperienced officers, Fred. and Jacob O2ker- 
man. Menken had the run of tue south corrflor of 
the jail, except at night, then be was JocKe in a cell, 
all other prisoners were confined on the north 
corridor. Fred. Ockerman wept ou duty at 8 
o'clock. He was in charge of tue prisoner. OcKer- 
man is sure he wasin the corridor aiter 10 o'clock, so 
the manner of bis escape seems ciear. Somewhere in 
the acighhorhood of 11 he went into the hall. Loot- 
ing into the corridor through the grate] door wiich 
leads to it from the hall, he saw that the door of Mcn- 
ken’s cell was closed. He then pulled the lever which 
locks the cell with aclasp. Opening, then, the door 
which enters the corridor, he went in and put the Jock 
also in its place in the staple. At this time the bed 
seemed to have the prisoner {a It. 

Soon after Ockerman had sccurcd the coll door Har 
mon Whitbeck, of Chenango Loris, came to the cor- 


to transact some business and also to stay while the 
sheriff went to Wellsboro. Mr. Ockerman, leaving 
the door leading from the corridor to the hall open, 
as was his custom when the prisoner was locked in his 
cell, got Slight and showed Mr. Wuitbeck toa room on 
the second floor of the house. At the room he stopped 
and taikéd some minutes with Mr. Wiitbeck. Return- 
tug agai to the corridor, he cat down ina chair near 
the doof and read from a book or magazine, as had 
been his wont while ‘at his vigils. When O¢kerman 
first became suspicious that soiwetulug was wrong he 
bad spoken to Menken, calling hisn William, and got 
no answer. Fle then took the brvom, and, putting it 
throngh the little aperture in the door for handing in 
and out things to the cell. punched the bed-clothes, He 
was not long in fiuding there were no flesh and bones 
beneath it, but that all that was there was a dummy. 
Menken had never entered his ceil, but hai concealed 
bimself in one cf the other cells, none of which wero 
closed or locked, and when Ockerman Icft, leaving the 
corridor door open, he sifpped out and escaped through 
the outside door.

James, better known as Jim Carney, is twenty-eight 
years of age and stands 5 feet 4! inches. His Orst en- 
gagement was with Paddy Giblta, the stakes being 
£10, and the mill touk place at Beomtord. After they 
had been fighting 11 minutes Carney deliverel a ter- 
rific right-hander which broke Giblin’s jaw, thus win- 
uing easily. He afterward beat Paddy Lec, near 
Earlswood, for ¢50, the fight lasting two hours. Pat 
Downey, of London, then took Jim on for $125 a side, 
and the affair came off down the water at Purfleet, 
and after 35 minutes’ hard fighting Jim scored hi3 
third victory. Lis last appearance in Englaud was 
with Punch Callow, of London, fora purse. The fight 
took place near London on July 21, 1830, and Jasted for 
2 hours 2 minutes, during which time seventy-four 
rounds were got through, and, neither man appearing 
able of putting the finishing touches on, “Uncle Joe” 
declared the battle adrawn one. In December, 1880, 
Carney, in company with Sam Brceze, Charley Hip- 
kiss and Jem Waklidicr, arrived in this country. In 
April, 1881, he returned to England with Brceze, ILip- 
kiss and Walder. 

After Carney returned io England he was matched 
to fight Jimmy Highland at 123 pouncs, for §250 a side 
and the light-weight championsifp of Epgland. The 
Oght vas decided at Cuttle Mills, eleven miles irom Bir- 
mingham, England, on Oct. 11, 1831. The pugilisis 
fought forty-three rounds in 1 hour and 45 minutes, 
At the conclusion of the forty-third round Highiand’s 
ribs were broken and he was frightiully punished. 
Carney also receivei terrible punisbmeni, and it was 
anybody's fight. The police arrived and arreste.i Car- 
ney, all the rest escaped. Highland died soon afier 
the battle and his death created a sensation. Carney 
was afterward committed, without bail, to appcar for 
manslaighter and was sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment, which sentence be served. 

Carney’s last battle was for $500 aid the light-weight 
championship of England, with Ike Jacobs, of London. 

They were to have fought on Dec. 16, 133i, but Car- 
ney was arrested and bound over to kcep the peace. 
On Dee. 20 they fought near Charing Cross, Loudon, 
Englané. Carney weighed 128 pounds, Jacobs 123 
pounds. Carney was declared the victor after one of 
the best-contestcd vattles almost ever witnessed. The 
fight lasted exactly 1 bour and 45 minutes. Both men 
were badly punished, ani the sclect few who witnesscd 
the affair were loud in their praiscs concerning the 
admirable conduct and bravery of winucr and loser 
alike.

Owney Geoghegan, the well-known pugilist and 
sporting man, diel at Hot Springs, Ark., on Jau. 20. He was 
born tn Ireland aud came to this country in 1849. Ne stood 5 f.ct 
6 inches in height and weighed in fighting condition 140 pounds. 
He was a stent, muscular-leoking human, possessed of griat 
strcagth, pluck and endurancs. aad able to cope successfully with 
any man in the world, eithcrin or out of the prise riag. Geoghe- 
gan’s first essay 1. the prise cing was with Jim McGamm, a puzil- 
ist who stood 5 inches talicrand weighed wearly }0 pounds heavier 
than Geoghegan. The fight resulted in a victory fur Geoghegan, 
who dressxd McGamm_,up in five rounds, lasting 15 minutes. 
Gcozhcezaa then surprised the sporting world by issuing a chal- 
Senge to fight any msn in America, at 132 pounds. for $1.000 a side. 
At the time Geoghegan issued this challenge prizc-fizhters in New 
York were as thi:k as bia¢kberrics. Johnny Monaghan, Johnny 
Roche, Johnny Mackey and Scotty, of Brooklyn, were fighting long 
an] tast, but none of them desired to mcct Geoghegan. The iatter 
was spoiling for a fight, and he even offered to fight Johnny Mackey 
at catch weight, bat Mackey did not like to undcrtake the job ard 
cull not be induc: te meet the Terror," as Geoghegan was called. 
In William sburgh, N. Y., about this time lived Ed. Tuohey, a stal- 
wart, fair-haired boxer, who in numerous battles with the buck- 
skios with the shining champions of the arena had proved that he 
was a “honeycomb” and hard to whip. Tuohcy was pitted against 


Roche or Jim Mackey ; that he did not want to fight Fd. Tuohcy 
because he was sure to kill him.” The match was. however, made, 
ani the battle was to have been fought at West Brighton, Staten 
Island. The police, however, appeare’ in full force ani pistols 
and clubs instead of fiste were tramps. In the meantime Tom 
Welsh, now alderman, the referee. ordered the mcn to fight in a 
rom. Both pugilists agreed to it, and it was d-cided that only the 
seconds of the pu -iliste were to be prescnt. Kit Burns’ old Band 
Box, in Water str.ct, where now stands the Mission House, was the 
place selected for the battle. The stakes were only $75 a side, but 
the fight created great interest because the noted Owney Geoghe- 
gan was one of the principals. The fight took place April 18, 1861. 
Tuohey was the most scientific boxcr, but Geoghcgan possessed the 
most strenzth and eniurance and was an expert wresticr. Forty- 
five rounds were desperately centestcd and both pusilists ba ily 
punishe!, when Geoghegan was declared the winncr. © The battle 
lasted 1 hour and 10 minutes. Tuohcy displayed the raost scicnce, 
but Geoghegan’s hard hitting ani great strength and endurance 
and wresilinz adilitics won the battle. After this Ozht Geo: che zaa 
was d:clared to be the middic-weight champion. Gcozghcgan then 
issued a challenge to fight anv man in Amcrica at 158 pounds. At 
this time the Pacific S!ope boastcd of three notcd pusili:ts, Tommy 
Chandler, Con Orem and Silly Dwycr, of San Francisco, who were 
boastirg they could whip Gcozhezan. Con Orem's weizht was 144 
pounds, but Geoghegan did not care, and he agreed to make a 
match with Orem. In May, 1863, Geoghegan and Con Orem were 
matched to fight for $1,090 a side. Orem was the champion 
of Colorado, and came to New York on purpose to fight Gcoghezan. 
The match was madc ani¢the puzilists agrcel to fight for $2.000 
aside. Gcoghegan won thc toss for choice of the place of fizh:ing, 
and named Cheese Creek, Middicsex county, N. J., about three 
miles from South Amboy. About 1,000 persons were gathcred 
upon the ground, but great dificu'ty was experienced in procuring 
seconds fur Gcozhegan; none were willing toact. A rougher or 
harder-looking gang never steod around a ring than the crowd as- 
sembleJ at the Orem and Gcoghegaa fight. Wm. Varley, alias 
“Reddy, the Blacssmith,”" and Kit Burns seconied Con Orem and 
Charicy Moore and Nick Smith seconded Gceozhcegan. Each side 
was will armed with pitchforks, revolvers, etc., but Orem had by 
far the most despcrate and determined set of men in his corner. 
Eighteen desperate rounds were fouzht. and iu the last round 
Orem, by a well-delivered hit, sent Geogbegau down, hitiing him a 
second time in the act of falling. Geoghegan claimed foul and 
amid the threats, noise and uproar the referee decilcd that Orem 
had struck foul and lost the fight, which had lasted exactly 23 min- 
utes.

Secretary McCulloch has sent to the House 
of Representatives a very worthy bill for relief of 
the spirit distil:ers. This bill provides that the tax on 
distilled spirits bereafter entered for deposit, or on 
spirits in warehouser at the time of the paszaze ot the 


' act, shall be payable before and at the time they are 


withdrawn therefrom, except in cases of withdrawals 
therefrom without the payment of tax as now or 
hereafter authorized by law. Congress should lose no 
time in making this bill a law.
